Terraced Rice Fields’ 
In the Philippines 


Ascend a-Thousand Feet Above the 
} Level of River 


When Magellan, sailing under or- 
ders from Charles I, discovered the 
Philippine Islands in 1521 (although 
certain records of the Chinese show 
that, they had been before him). he 
found ‘the natives: cultivating rice as 
practically ‘their; only fotm of agri- 
culture; and“from that time on and 
up to,the threshold of the twentieth 
century, half the land under cultiva- 
tion in all the archipelago was ‘sowed 
to rice. Since then, owing to the de- 
velopment of the hemp and sugar in- 
dustries, and the taking- off of labor 
to build railways and for public 
works, rice production has rapidly di- 
minished; so that now, the Filipino, 
who for centuries raised all-the rice 
upon which the people of the whole 
archipelago :chiefly, subsisted, and ex- 
ported the remainder as ‘his‘most im- 
portant article of commerce, is .im- 
porting to/mect the home’ démand. 

The general primitive system, still 
adhered to in.many provinces, called 
fornothing’ «more ¢lalrdtate tin the 
way. of soil than a naturally. flooded 
field.. ‘Into this: the proprictor, with 
a: forked: stick for .a 
wade, and work contentedly up to 
his knees-in- muddy water; and’ when 
the ,harvest was ready, the - women 
would go into the deep mud... with 
rude sickles and cut the rice, thresh- 
ing it with their bare feet. 

Some of the mountain tribes, how- 
ever, developed a wonderful system 


of irrigated, terraced fields}; those sot: 
the Ifaguos being notably, fine.) They, 
begin by the side of ariver [into’ 


which streams are flowing? and thé 
terraces someliines- ascend'a thousand 
feet above its level, single walls often 
rising to a height of fifty feet..These 
Ifaguos are among the “wild men” of 
the islands, as distinguished from the 
so-called Christianized tribes, upon 
whom they look down because of the 
Tagalog’s physical inferiority and. for 
the oppression he has alway$~-exer- 
cised against them whenever:he has 
had the power. , ‘

Owned Great Colony Once 


Had Colonial Empire of Eleven Hun- 
dred Thousand Square Miles 


Less than four years ago Germany 
had-a colonial empire of more: than 
eleven hundred thousand. square 
miles, more than five times the ‘size 
of the: German empire; larger than 
Austria-Hungary, France; Germany, 
Great Britain, ltaly and: Spain put 
together. Mr. Dewaburg has _, said 
again and‘again that in time the col- 
onies would supply the home country 
with most of, the. cocoa and .coffee, 
the cotton and-‘tobacco, and palm oil 
and palm kernels it needs. % 

East Africa sent copra, gold, ivory, 
sisal hemp, ‘hides;;South-West Africa 
copper, diamonds, lead, skins; Came- 
roons cocoa; ivory, palm-kernels and 
oil rubber and timber;  togo cocoa, 
cotton, palm kernels:and oil, and rub- 
ber. Germany was but beginning her 
colonial apprenticeship. - 

. She _blundered in many ways, . in 
every, way, until Dernburg became 
minister. of the colonics; yet, three 
years’ before the war, the exports 
from her Pacific and African colonies 
amounted to almost $25,000,000 a 
year. 

The African plantations, so rich in 
possibilities, were hardly fairly be- 
gun, South-West Africa is one of the 
fitest sheep and cattle: countries, The 
Germans so killed off and frightened 
off the natives that labor was scarce. 
Let us record the letter of von fro- 
tha, “the great gencral.of the mighty 
empcror,” to the’ Hereroes in 1904: 

The Herero nation must now Icave 
the country. If the-people do it not, 
I will compel them with the big gun. 
Within ‘the German: frontier every 
Herrero with or without a rifle will 
be shot. I will not take over any 
more women and children, but I will 
either drive them:back.4o their pco- 
ple or have them fired ‘on, 

‘Kulture in South-West Africa kill- 
ed half the native population, virtu- 
ally wiped out the Hereros, who 
were cither slain, “man, woman and 
child, or forced into the desert to 
die- of thirst. 

A. vast colonial empire Germany 
had. Oppressively, cruelly, too often, 
bureaucratically always, she ruled it. 
She always regarded it as a coign 
of vantage when to nurse military 
designs against’ her neighbors. Mr. 
Zimmermann’s “colonial demands,” 
cut down even to.a demand for the 
return of Germany’s former colonies, 
will not be too warmly welcomed at 
the peace congress, if there is one, 
and our Anzac friends will never con- 
sent Lo certain surrenders or restora- 
tions,

Do Not Locate on Main Thorough- 
fares 


Strangers in London often com- 
ment on the dearth of grocers’ shops. 
Dry goods, (drapers) shops ‘there are 
“ad nauseam,” and jewellers, “and 
chemists, but if you want to buy a 
little homely packet of blue or a bot- 
tle of vinegar. it is really quite diffi- 
cult to find a shop that kecps it, The 
reason, of course, is that grocers do 
not set up shops in the main thor- 
oughfares,-and not that there is a 
scarcity of them. In fact, there are 
in England over 80,000 retail grocers’ 
shops. There are 5,000 co-operative 
stores which serve 10,000,000 custom- 
ers; 10,000 multiple shops supplying 
7,000,000 customers; 70,000 small 
shops with a roll of 24,000,000 cus- 
tomers, and a large number of the 
old-fashioned family grocers, These 
figures show the magnitude of the ra- 
tioning problem, and suggests that 
credit issdue not only to the ministry 
of food, but to the wholesale houses 
and retailers for the smooth way in 
which the public have been supplied.

“Desirable Residences” Shaped Like 
’ Bee Hives: ‘ 

f Mesopotamia, where we are fight- 

ing. the Turks, boasts some’ very 

quaint dwelling houses. These “de- 

sirable residences” are made of mud, 

and dre shaped like bee hives, whole 


peculiar form of ‘ar€hitecture. Some 
of.the places: which ‘Itave been wrest- 
ed‘from the Turks “by the hostile 
Arabs in the neighborhood of Mecca 
and Medina are constructed in this 
extraordinary fashion. 

As the country in these parts is

Interesting Juveniles. 
In Farm Work 


Enlisting the Aid of the Children’ in 
_ Food Production 


The boys' and girls’ clubs of 
Western Canada are doing very val- 
uable work at the present time in the 
encouragement they are giving to 
food production. They are also help- 
ing to make life on the farm more 

Jinteresting to the young folks, which 

fact, together with the improvements 
in social and other conditions that 
are continually taking place, will go 
a long way towards keeping — these 
children on the* farms. when — they 
grow older. In all the prairie prov- 
inces there are successful calf clubs, 
pig clubs, poultry clubs, potato 
clubs, and clubs of other kinds, some 
being confined to one effort, others 
jembracing. more. At the ‘present 
time the importance of greater food 
production is in the foreground, and 
on this the efforts of the clubs are at 
present being concentrated. Hence 
this year pig ‘raising, poultry raising, 
potato growing and calf feeding have 
received most aticiilion. The young 
club members are stimulated in their 
efforts by means of contests, In Sas- 
katchewan it is estimated that more 
than two.thousand children have .cn- 
tered for competitions that will take 
place this fall in calf feeding, pig 
feeding, poultry feeding and potato 
growing. It is difficult to obtain fig- 
ures, but it is safe to say that the 
children of Alberta and Manitoba 
have been no less active than those 
of Saskatchewan.

A Record 
Atlantic Voyage 


First Steamship Crossed the ‘Ocean 
Eighty-five Years Ago 


While it. is nearly one hundred 
years since thé first attempt to cross 
the Atlantic under: steam Canadians 
may remember with justifiable pride 
that in September, 1833, eighty-five 
years ago, there arrived at Graves- 
end from Pictou, N.S.,.. after what 
must have been an anxious voyage, 
the plucky little ship Royal William, 
first to cross by steam alone; that 
she was launched from the foot of 
St. Mary's current and her two hun- 
dred horse power engines were made 
and installed .by Bennett and Hend- 
erson, of Montreal. con 

The American predecessor of the 
Royal William, the Savannah, did, it 
is true, make the Atlantic voyage as 
early as the spring of 1819,’ but was 
forced to resort to sails during the 
greater part of the time. 

The Royal William was entirely a 
Canadian ship, built by Robert Black, 
at Quebec, for the Quebee and Hali- 
fax Steam Navigation Company and 
was towed to the foot of St. Mary's 
current. Here her engines were in- 
stalled and Lady Aylmer officiated 
at her christening. 


Intended for Canadian coastwise 
trade, the: Royat William had a capa- 
city of 1,370 tons, but because of her 
build and the space occupied by-her 
engines, her actual capacity was 
much less, being only some 500 tons. 
Her keel was 146-feet and her, deck 
176 feet long; depth of hold, 17 feet 
9 inches. She was rigged like . a 
three-masted schooner; carried three 
square sails on her foremast and 
large fore and aft sails, 


She had fifty berths in the under 
deck cabin, a parlor, also a dining 
saloon in a round-house on her deck. 
When ready to put to sea, she had 
cost her owners £16,000. 

Her first trip was from Quebec to 
Halifax and was begun in August, 
1831, but as she did not prove profit- 
able, it was decided to send her to 
England where she might be | pur- 
chased. 

On August 5, 1833, Capt. John Mc- 


Dougall left Quebec. on the memor- |. 


able voyage, carrying a cargo of 
spars and natural curiosities. He 
was kept several days at Pictou, coal- 
ing and repairing boilers. He had 
five cabin passengers, ‘and several 
more in the stecrage. Cabin passage 
cost £20. For fully_a third of the 
time taken in crossing the Royal Wil- 
liam was crippled, with her starboard 
engine damaged and with leaky boil- 
ers, but she reached Gravesend under 
steam on September 11. 

The first purchaser of the Royal 
William. was Joseph Somes; a Rad- 
cliff ship owner. Somes: used the 
yessel in Portuguese trade. Finally 
after sale in September, 1839, to the 
Spanish government, the Royal : Wil- 
liam, now the Ysabel Segunda, —be- 
came the ‘proud: owner of: another 
title, that’ of being « the first’ war 
steamer-to-be added to the Spanish 
navy. By 1838 the old hull “was ‘con- 
dem -d, ard a new hull‘built for the 
engines, - 

In 1815, four years before the Sav- 
annah made her trial Atlantic trip, 
there was a: established British 
steamship- line between. “Liverpool 
and Glasgow. In 1838 the first large 
transatlantic liners, the Great West- 
ern and the Sirius sailed, one from 
Cork and the other from Bristol, for 
New York. There was a spirited 
race across the:Atlantic. which the 
Sirius won by a margain of a few 
hours. The second Royal William, 
also a large ship, was the next to 
cross, ; : 

The first 
steamer, travel 


real impetus to ocean 
was the royal mail 
contract which Mr. Samuel Cunard 
obtained from the British govern- 
ment. The service of carrying the 
mails from Liverpool via Halifax to 
Boston, which was heavily subsidiz- 
ed, called for rapid transit and at 
least four identical steamers, The 
Cunard service grew amazingly. 
Montreal was not to have regular 
steamer, service for a long time, After 
1815, Captain Alexander Allan, who 
had, during the Peninsular © cam- 
paigns, conveyed stores and cattle to 
Lisbon for Wellington’s army, estab- 
lished a regular service of sailing 
vessels between the Clyde and Cana- 
da... Until 1837, these ships sailed 
from Greenock to Montrcal, but aft- 
er the Clyde was -deepened, from 
Glasgow. From then Captain Allan 
and his five sons devoted themselves 
to building up a strong Canadian 
trade. For nearly forty years they 


used only sailing vessels and carricd |. 


the greater part of the immigrants 
landed on Canadian shores. 

In 1852, Sir Hugh Allan’s tender to 
the Canadian government for a 
weekly mail service was accepted 
and so began the Canadign mail 
steamships service. Though they 
clung for many years to the sailing 
ships, the Allans may still lay claim 
to the distinction of having owned 
and sent across the Atlantic the first 
steel steamer.

Steel Made Skyscrapers Possible 

It is the steel frame that has made 
the tall buildings of cities possible, 
for, stecl. being infinitely stronger 
than brick, the walls of one of these 
700-foot buildings -can be practically 
the same thickness all the way up. 
With brick, on the other hand, — the 
walls of a tall building would have 
to be so thick at the bottom that 
very little floor space would be Ieft 
on the lower stories. It has been 
calculated that, in a 12-story build- 
ing, 100 fect long and 50 feet wide, 
4,000. square fect, 
acre, more floor space is secured by 
having stecl frame Walls than by 
having brick walls.

Bank and other baking institutions: 

The disposition of Japanese trade 
balances in the United States has 
been a matter of considerable interest 
from early in the war. Before the 
United States’ entrance into the con- 
flict, and when Great Britain and the 
allies had to find funds to mect large 
purchases here of raw materials, ar- 
rangement was made whereby Japan 
turned over these United States cre- 
dits to Great Britain and obtained in 
exchange British Treasury bonds. 

Japan, from time to time, has been 
drawing gold out-of the United States 
from trade balances there, largely be- 
cause her merchants and manufactur- 
ers needed the metal to ship to India 
to pay for cotton bought there. Jap- 
an’s imports of cotton from India are 
approximately $100,000,000 a year. It 
was recently reported also that. Jap- 
anese banks were using some of their 
balances here for purchases of secur- 
ities in this market, particularly Ang- 
lo-French 5s. 

The war has brought considerable 
wealth to Japan from expanded. ex- 


‘ports. Her people have had plénty of 


money to invest, not only in home se- 
curities but in foreign obligations. 
The recent flotation in Japan of a 
British loan for 100,000,000 yen, or 
$50,000,000, was a great success. A 
jew days after the lists were opened 
the syndicate advised that. no, more 
subscriptions would be received. 

- Financial assistance rendered by 
Japan to Great Britain“is“only part 
of what has been done for the cn- 
tente since the outbreak of the war. 
It is calculated that Japanese invest- 
ments in bonds and treasury notes is- 
sued by the entente powers since the 
beginning of hostilities, total about 
$400,000,000. ,

was no shortage of food except of 
sugar, butter, jam, cakes, pies, ice 
cream and luxuries, while the British 
crops were splendid every inch of 
ground being cultivated. 

Mr. Ballantyne then spoke of his 
visit to France, where he had seen 
most of the Canadian corps, and 
quoted British, American and French 
officers as his authority for the 
statement that the Canadian corps, 
for physique, efficiency and fighting 
qualities were second to none in 
France. He had visited the famous 
22nd French-Canadian battalign and 
had talked with Lieut. Lemieux, a 
gallant officer who had since lost his 
life. He had visited the Canadian 
hospitals, and speaking generally. 
from what he had seen and heard he 
believed that the allies now had the 
Germans permanently on the “hop” 
and were nearer victory than they 
had ever been. , 


Britain Never so Great 


Premier Massey, when interviewed 
in London on the completion of his 
work at the war cabinet conference, 
said that one of the most abiding im- 
pressions he would take back to New 
Zealand would be that Great Britain 
had never before attained such 
heights of greatness as during the 
present war. No nation could do 
what Great Britain had done in train- 
ing, equipping and maintaining arm- 
ics, in munition making, in war fi- 
nance, in providing-the ships neces- 
sary to carry on commerce and trans- 
port the troops of the allics and 
their munitions.

Timothy seed grown in Alberta is 


well liked by Eastern buyers, and 
many parts of the province are par- 
ticularly well adapted for the growth 
of seed of high quality. The demand 
for it is expected to grow, as there 
is just as much difference in the size 
and plumpness of the seed grown 
here and in the East as there is “in 
the grain grown in the East and 
West. This ycar fully seventy-five 
per cent. of the timothy seed grown 
in Alberta is expected to grade num- 
ber one and the output will be about 
seventy-five cars. Arrangements are 
being made to instal large cleaning 
machines in all the timothy growing 
centres, and it is hoped that there 
will be an exportable surplus in the 
Province of about two hundred. cars

During the 
first twelve months, the imperial mu- 
nitions board has spent: on an aver- 
age of thirty millions dollars a month. 
There is every. indication that during 
the coming ycar this volume of busi- 
ness will not only be maintained, but 
even largely increased. The total ex- 
penditure by the board might even 
run as high as fifty millions. The 
heavy intensive fighting in progress 
at -present requires a_ tremendous 
expenditure: of shells. 

In addition to its shell business, 
the imperial ‘munitions ‘board _ has 
spent several million dollars on. ship 
contracts. The .irplane industry has 
also developed ‘into an enormous. 
business, and_ three thousand _ air- 
ships have been manufactured in the 
Toronto factory. 


Tank Mines Little Obstacle 


Americans Drive Machines Right on 
Top of Men, Guns and Nests - 


Before the American.advancc the 
Germans littered the country with 
tank mines, apparently. anticipating 
a withdrawal. Scores of> British- 
made tanks,:-many of -them ‘manned 
by American crews, are co-operating 
in the American advance. One of 
these rolled over a mine and was 
blown up, one casualty resulting. The 
others got through and did splendid 
execution. . ! 

These American tank crews were 
trained in England, and had been 
waiting behind the front for the at- 
tacks. They rolled along before the 
infantry and directly in the rear of 
a creeping - barrage, . and cleared 
many machine’ gun nests. 

After the manner of the British, 
the Americans drove.their machines 
right on top of the Germans, crush- 
ing down men, guns and nests, Some

Socialist Deputies of Reichstag Adopt 
a Resolution 


Recognition of the right of the 
Slavic-Latin states of Austria-Hun- 
gary to dispose of their own fate and 
a demand for the same self-determin- 
ation for the German,people.in Aus- 
tria are contained in resolutions 
adopted by. the Socialist deputies, of 

es- 
patches received in Paris. The reso- 
lution follows: _ 

“Representatives of the- working 
classes of Austria recognize the right 
of the . Slavic-Latin ‘nations of Aus- 
tria to dispose of their fate and they 
demand the same right for the Ger- 
man people in Austria, We recognize 
the right of the Slavic. nations to 
continue themselves as. autonomous 
States, but we absolutely repulse: for- 
ever*the ‘submission as German -ter- 
ritory to these national states. 


“We demand the reunion of all 
German regions in Austria into one 
German-Austrian state, which will 
have the right to regulate its own 
relations towards other nations ac- 
cording to its own necessities. We 
are ready to discuss with representa- 
tives of the Czech and Slavis pcople 
on the basis-of the transformation of 
Austria into a federation of indepen- 
dent national states.. Should such 
proposition be repudiated we shall

Zone Order in Effect Oct. 5 


Bars German Alien Females From 
Camps and‘ Factories _ 
The attorney general has fixed mid- 


{night ‘of October 5, 1918, as the time 


when the regulation establishing a 
one-half mile prohibited areca around 
fedcral-or state forts, camps, arsenals, 
aircraft. stations, government or naval 
vessels, navy yards, factories or work- 
shops for the manufacture of muni- 


“{tions of war or any products for the 


use of the army or navy, shall become 
effective as to German alien females. 
This date is: fixed by “the attorney 
general under authority granted to 
him in the president’s proclamation 
of April 19, 1918, which extended the 
scope of the regulations affecting 
alien enemy males to include alien 
enemy females. , 

The effect of the act of the attor- 
ney general in fixing this date is to 
make it unlawful for any German 
alien female 14 years of age and up- 


-|ward to be found within one half mile 


of any of the places mentioned, ex- 
cept on public carriers, without a 


_|proper permit from the United States 


marshal, Every woman or girl of 14 
years of age and upward who is a 
native, citizen, denizen, or subject of 
Germany and not actually naturalized 
as an Amcrican citizen is affected by 
this act and must obtain a permit to 
enter any prohibited area established 
by this regulation for any purpose, 
except as. stated, when passing 
through such area on. a public car- 
rier. Females coming within the 
foregoing definition, including the 
wives of citizens or subjects of Ger- 


\ Jmany, must comply with the order of 


the attorney general. 

Permits to reside in or to enter the 
be. obtained 
from the United States marshal. Ap- 
plications for these permits may be 
made in the same mafner as applica- 
tions for similar permits have been 
made by German alien encmy males. 

The fact that the husband or fath- 
cr of a German alien female has ob- 
tained a permit or-that she has reg- 
istered docs not relieve her from the 
obligation.of obtaining-a permit, 

It is not intended by this order to 
disturb unnecessarily the residence or 
occupation of German alicn females. 
Permits to continue to reside or 
work within the prohibited area will 
be. granted. wherever this may. be 
done consistently with the . welfare 
and safety of-the country and the 
successful prosecution of the war. 

Failure to comply with this regu- 
lation: by ‘refusing ‘to Icave the pro- 
hibited arca°or to procure a permit 
to remain may result in the arrest 
and detention of the person and the 
possible internment for the duration 
of the war.

Lens, given up by the Germans, is: 
the centre of the “black country” of 
France and the key to the coal fields. 
Before the war the great manufac- 
turing district of Northern France 
obtained its output of coal from the 
Lens country, as did also Paris, The 
output was about 5,000,000 tons. Lens 
is also a manufacturing centre, but 
four years in the proximity of a mod- 
ern war has almost titterly destroyed 
the city. - .

; Backing the War 


Members of Tribe Enlist and Buy 
: Bonds 


The Sioux Indians-are among the 
most-enthusiastic war workers of the 
Northwest, and they are not merely 
in)}the movement for a chance to get 
upon the “warpath,” but-are going in- 
to the war with the same understand: 
ing of what they are doing as the 
white men of the Northwest. Many 
of~them left the schools to enlist 
with the first companies which were 
sent out by. the state, while ~ others 
waited, as: did many whites, until the 
call by draft came, and ‘when 
came they. did not put in many ex- 
emption claims, but were ready to go 
when' wanted, 

The number, who — have been: sent 
from South Dakota is not obtainable 
from any » central record, but every 
reservation has. “furnished its quota, 
and there are probably more-than a 
thousand. from Dakota: with” Indian 
blood in..their.. veins, cither at the 
front, or in the camps getting ready 
for the trip:to Europe. Some of them 
have already fallen in battle. - Some 
of the Dakota Indians. have. subscrib- 
ed up. to $15,000 for bonds, and hun- 
dreds of them’ are holdcrs of Liberty 
bonds and war savings -stamps -in 
smaller amounts. :One. of’ their- most 
popular endeavors is that . of Red 
Cross‘ work, the women not only do- 
ing: the same class of -work. as: do 
the. women; of ‘the Red: Grosg’socie- 
ties among whites, but the older ones 
put in time on bead’ work for. the 
many. sales which are held at’ places 
on the reservations, where decorated 
robes and bead-work, which means 
days:of labor to the older women, are 
freely donated. Along with these, do- 
nations of live stock are common, At 
a recent sale at an Indian camp on 
Rosebul Reservation,. where ~ there 
were only_a half dozen whites, and 
the whole affair was under control of 
Indians, the receipts were more than 
$1200 for the Red Cross, At Chey- 
enne agency, where whites as well as 
Indians were purchasers, but the don- 
ors: Indians, the returns went far 
above this. _ The Sioux Indians are 
backing the war movement in every 
way. s
